Allowable Subject Matter

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art (Hayakawa; US 6 130 993) teaches of a mirror movably positioned 
between a fixed lens group, which is fixed with respect to the camera body and wherein the 
lenses inside the fixed lens group are movable linearly along the optical axis of the fixed lens 
group, and a fixed position image sensor wherein the movable lenses within the fixed lens group 
and the movable mirror are positioned linearly along the optical axis to compensate for camera 
shake. In other words, the mirror moves to compensate for camera shake and the lenses with the 
fixed lens group are moved accordingly to maintain an in-focus state for the image, projected 
through the lens, reflected off the mirror, and focused upon the image sensor. 

The prior art does teach or suggest a fixed lens, in a fixed position relative to an image 
sensor, wherein a mirror is movably positioned between the lens and the image sensor so as to 
focus an image projected through the lens onto the mirror which then reflects the image onto the 
image sensor.
